REMARKS 

Dealing with preliminary matters first, Applicant thanks the Examiner for acknowledging 
Applicant's claim to priority and receipt of the priority document. 

The Examiner has indicated that the references cited in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed concurrently with the application was placed in the file, but not considered until 
clearer copies of the two Italian references are received. Applicant is in the process of obtaining 
clearer copies of the two cited references and will file them in the near future. 

Applicant submits herewith an Information Disclosure Statement disclosing U.S. Patent 
No. 6,805,885, corresponding to U.S. Patent Application No. 09/802,932, disclosed on page 5 of 
the specification. 

The Examiner has objected to the specification for not containing the proper headings. 
The specification has been amended accordingly. 

Claims 1-15 are all the claims pending in the application. Of these claims, claims 1-3, 9 
and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koster, et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,63 1 ,732) in view of Hsu (U.S. Patent No. 4,808,41 9). Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for indicated that claims 4-8 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Applicant has amended claim 1 to include the limitations of claims 2-4; cancelled claims 
2-4 and 15; amended claims 5-14 and added new claims 16-18. Claims 16-18 respectively 
correspond to claims 1+5, 1+6, and 1+8. Thus, the independent claims contain the allowable 
subject matter as indicated by the Examiner.
